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Heavy 
Rains Bring High Waters 
County Surveys Heavy Flooding Damage

night, resulting in county and 
state 
highways

im ­ 
passable., bridges washed out, 
flooding of street, and may have 
contributed to the death of a 
Rushville man. 
Early Saturday afternoon this 
section of the state was under 
severe thunderstorm watch and 
tornado warning, and about the 
middle of the afternoon the skies 
let 
loose with 
heavy 
rains, 
particularly in the north and 
east section of the county. 
A resident living just south of 
Fairview reported that 
four 


inches 
had 
fallen 
in 
ap ­ 
proximately one hour, water 
covered the road and fields “to 
the top of the fence posts,” and 
it was still raining at that time. 
Later in the afternoon water 
began to rise in fields and small 
streams north of the city of 
Rushville, all of which drain into 
Hodges branch. Some winds 
accom panied 
the 
thun­ 
derstorms, and limbs and a few 
trees were downed in the city of 
Rushville. 
There were also reports of 
trees and limbs across high­ 
ways 
in 
the county, with 
telephone lines and power lines 
affected in some places. 


All afternoon the rising creeks 
and streams in 
the county 
created a hazard to driving on 
county highways, and 
some 
roads 
became 
impassable. 
Shortly after dark, Flatrock 
River became so swollen it 
spilled over its banks. It was 
thought fora time that one of the 
covered 
bridges 
had 
been 
washed, out, but this report 
proved erroneous. 
Some 
county 
bridges, 
however, were damaged, and 
will have to be repaired before 
they are safe for travel. Sunday 
night

culverts, small bridges, and 
sections of roadways washed 
out, with some roads in the 
southwestern part of the county 
still under w ater and im ­ 
passable. 
The heaviest 
rainfall

of as much as six inches coming 
in. This water caused flooding to 
follow 
the

drainage 
from northeast to southwest 
across the county, much of it 
ihrough the city of Rushville via 
Flatrock 
River 
and 
Hodges 
Branch. 
In checking across the county, 
nt'ost everyone has the same 


story to tell — heavy downpour, 
with some high wind, and heavy 
flooding. 
Several sections north of 
Rushville on highway 3 were 
flooded across, the motorists, 
unaware of the water, got into 
difficulty. One motorist 
lost 
control and ran into a soybean 
field about 4*2 miles north of the 
city, and another “drowned" his 
car and had to be rescued. 
Another report came in of a 
youth who couldn’t tell the 
boundary of the North gate 
Shopping Center parking lot and 
got into trouble. 
The Rush County Sheriff's 
depart men I, aided by Rushville 


City Police, spent the night 
helping stranded motirists and 
warning people to stay away 
from flooded areas. 
In the city of Rushville, the 
roots of a huge tree became 
loosened by flooding Hodges 
Branch, and the wind blew' it 
over into North Park Boulevard. 
In places that stream became so 
swollen it crossed the 'boulevard 
and got into people’s yards. Also 
on the west side, it surrounded 
the high school building, making 
an island out of that area.

Saturday night had a dinner 
scheduled in the community 
building, with a. meeting and 


program to follow in the high 
school. Some of those attending 
were reportedly unable to get 
from one building to another, 
and some got their vehicles 
stuck and had to be' pulled, out...

Evan A. (Slim) Jensen, well 
known TV and electronics 
repairman and CB radio buff, 
apparently sustained a. heart 
seizure while attempting to fight 
the high water around his home 
at the rear of Metzger Limber 
Company.

Todd Sunday night said Jensen 
was working hurriedly with

Most of the streams in the 
“upper" part of the county have 
returned to their banks, but 
many have left damaged roads, 
bridges, and culverts, along 
with an abundance of limbs and 
trash.

Cost Of Living Continues 


To Mount, Labor Dept. Says 


By CHARLES E. FLINNER 
WASHINGTON (UP!) — With 
food prices turning up again, 
the cost of living to Americans 
rose by 1.1 per cent in May, the 
government reported today. 
The Labor Department’s Bu­ 
reau of Labor Statistics said 
food prices turned up 0.7 per 
cent in May after a decline of 
0.3 per cent 
in 
April. 
In 
addition, price increases were 
recorded in a wide range of 
other 
consumer 
goods 
and 
services', including used, cars, 
apparel, g a s o l i n e and 
housekeeping services. 
Fresh fruits and vegetables 
led the upswing in food prices 
as the Consumer Price Index 
rose to 145.6. This meant that 
prices were 10.7 per cent higher 
ih May than May, 1973, and 
that it cost $14.56 to buy the 
same goods and services that 
could be obtained for $10 about 
seven years ago. 
Prices for commodities other 
than food increased 1.6 per cent 
in May compared to a 1.3 per 
cent rise in April. 
• Prices 
at 
grocery 
stores 
usually turn down in May but 
they róse last month for. most 
items except meats, poultry 
and eggs. Those continued to 
decline. Some producers in all 
three categories have said that 
they face financial disaster if 
prices do not turn upward soon. 
Fresh 
vegetable 
prices 
zoomed upward in May by 19 
per cent, 
much more than 
normal. 
Meat, poultry and fish prices 
declined 3.5 per cent from 
April. 


Doctor fees and charges for 
other medical services such as 
eye examinations, laboratory 
tests 
and 
hospital 
rooms 
showed large increases in May, 
More rapid increases than in 
recent 
months 
also 
were 
recorded for services such as 
dry 
cleaning, 
shoe 
repairs, 
laundries, 
and 
barber 
and 
beauty shop services. 


The 1.1 per cent increase in 
prices 
in 
May 
was 
almost 
double the 0.6 per cent rate in 
April, returning to the level of 
rise that prevailed the two 
previous months—1.1 per cent 
in March and 1.3 per cent in 
February. 


Compared to a year ago, 
prices for fuel oil and coal were 
63.2 per cent higher, for cereal 
and bakery products 34.6 per 
cent higher, for gasoline and 
motor oil 41.2 per cent higher. 


Other high gains compared to 
a year ago included fruits and 
vegetables, 
22.9 
per 
cent; 
housekeeping and home mainte­ 
nance services, 13.7 per cent, 
and household services, 12.4 per 
cent.

The Lighter Side

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
impact of the Watergate tapes 
can 
be 
measured, in 
many 
ways, one being an increase in 
nounal verbification. 


People see in the transcripts 
how President Nixon and his 
aides kept converting 
nouns 
into verbs, and the next thing 
you know they are talking that 
way themselves. 


The 
favorite 
White 
House 
verbification involves the noun 
“stone wall.” As 
when 
the 
President told John Mitchell “I 
want you, to stonewall, it.” 


It. may 'be argued that since 
“stonewall” already existed, in 
verb form the President and his 
men were not verbifying, or 
forming verbs themselves. But 
that is a weak argument. 


Lexicographers only recog­ 
nize “stonewall” as a verb in 
its cricket and parliamentary 
contexts. 


In cricket, it means to play 
entirely on the defensive. In 
parliamentary terminology, it 
means about the same thing as 
“filibuster.” 
It is clear from the tran­ 
scripts that the White House 
crowd was using it in another 
context; i.e., to stand firm like 
a stone wall, the way Stonewall 
Jackson stood at Bull Run. 
Therefore, I stand on my 
statement that the President’s 
remark to Mitchell constitutes 
verbification in the first degree.

But if you 
insist on verbifying, I recom­ 
mend that you choose your 
nouns with care. 
Had Nixon and. his aides been 
able to crystalball it, I doubt 
they would have set such store 
by stonewalling the Watergate 
case. 
In retrospect it appears a 
better course might have been 
to cleanbreast it. That verbifi­ 
cation could have spared them 
the ordeal of having to redface 
it later.

American sailors who refused 
to return to the aircraft carrier 
USS Midway have demanded a 
congressional investigation of 
conditions on 
the ship and 
replacement of the captain. 
In a press conference Thurs­ 
day for Japanese newsmen, the 
AWOL sailors complained of 
long hours, torture in the brig, 
dangerous working conditions 
and racial discrimination. 
Accounts of the news confer­ 
ence were carried by Tokyo’s 
newspapers. The sailors did not 
invite representatives of the 
American news media to the 
conference. 
The sailors, six of them teen­ 
agers, said they would return to 
duty when the Midway returned

Yokosuka 
Naval

southwest of Tokyo June 27.
